began his formal training as a singer in the Melbourne 
Conservatorium of Music, where he spent a year 
studying under Victor Harding; after extended lan- 
guage studies in Germany and France, settled in 
Ireland and, since 1968, has held the post of lecturer in

was born in London where she studied with Frederic 
Jackson; has continued her vocal studies with Veronica 
Dunne at the College of Music, Dublin; has given 
Lieder recitals in Ireland and Germany and worked 
with the Purcell Consort under the direction of John 
Beckett; in 1975 was soloist at the Dublin Arts Festival 
in a performance of Haydn's Theresa Mass and gave a 
performance of The Shepherd on the Rock at the 
Carlow Schubert Weekend; has broadcast on RTE; 
recent performances include Mozart's Coronation 
Mass at Kilkenny Arts Week 1976 and Donna Anna in 
a concert version of Don Giovanni; now sings another 
of Mozart's great roles for sopranos, in this her

is another talented pupil of Veronica Dunne and

Schaunard was his first role with INO in 1966 and, 
since then, has been a regular with the company as 
Don Giovanni, Rossini’s Figaro, Dandini (Cinderella) 
and-Orsino in the world premiere of James Wilson’s 
Twelfth Night; a member of the RTE Singers; is in 
regular demand as a recitalist and in oratorio; last year 
was a soloist with Our Lady’s Choral Society and 
NICO in Rome and was featured in the recent Gaiety 
“Prom” Concert performance of Tippett’s A Child of 
Our Time; Count Almaviva is his sixth role for INO.

combines leading lyric roles such as Ottavio in Don

VERONICA McSWINEY 

started her musical training at the College of Music, 
Dublin; later studied at Salzburg, Cologne and 
London; first broadcast at age eleven and has 
appeared regularly since on Irish radio and television; 
is a frequent soloist with the RTE Symphony 
Orchestra; has appeared at Royal Festival Hall, 
London and with the Sheffield Philharmonic 
Orchestra; toured Northern Germany, the United 
States and had a highly successful concert tour of 
Russia in December 1975; engagements in 1977 
include broadcasts from BBC Radio 3 and Dutch 
radio; a new concerto by Boelke at the S.F.X. Hall; 
the “Emperor” concerto in Dublin and Cork in 
October and five further concerts in the U.S.S.R. in 
December. 


PADDY RYAN 


After a distinguished career as a play director, winning 
two All-Ireland production awards with the Guinness 
Players, joined INO in 1968 and has produced for 
them Don Giovanni, The Barber of Seville, Don 
Pasquale, Cinderella, The Secret Marriage and the 
world premiere of James Wilson's Twelfth Night at 
the Wexford Festival and the Abbey Theatre; 
produced L ’Elisor d’Amore for the DGOS Easter 
Season 1976 and, in their forthcoming season, will 
produce The Barber of Seville. 


JOAN WALSH 

as well as designing costumes for a wide variety of 
productions is a well known performer in plays and 
music; recently had the lead in the Cameron M.S. 
production of White Horse Inn and will soon play 
Eliza-for the St. Pius X Music Society in My Fair 
Lady; among her many roles for Strand Players were 
Polly Garter in Under Milk Wood and Polly Peachum 
in Threepenny Opera; recent costume designs include 
The Trojan Women, Romulus and The Man Outside 
for Project, The Lion in Winter for Strand, The Merry 
Widow for O'Connell Musical Society and The Secret 
Marriage for INO.
